When a delegation of Democratic wom- 
en who declared they had helped to elect 
him presefited the sixth formal petition 
the president repeated his previous decla- 
ration that he considered suffrage a state 
issue. 

Mrs. George A. Armes, president of the 
District of Columbia branch of the Wilson 
and Marshall league; Miss Alberta Hill of 
New York, and Dr. Frances McGaskin, 
spokesmen for the delegation which called 
at the White House, reminded the presi- 
Gem that the house would vote on the 
euffrage amendment Jan. 12 and asked 
that he lend his moral support to the 
movement. 

President States Position. 

“Iam most unaffectedly complimented 
by this vie that you have paid ore," the 
president told the women. “I have been 
called on eéverel times to say what my 
position is on the very important matter 
Lat you are so deeply interested in. 1 
want to say that nobody oan look on the 
fight you are maging without great acmi- 
gation, and 1 certainly am one of those 


the matter that you are interested in. 

“But I, ladies, am tied to a conviction | 
which I have had all my life that changes 
this sort ought tobe Brodght about 
by state.

The people of Papvra, says a writer in «a cur- 
rent magazine, do net take kindly to white men. 
They regard all strangers as more or less Able, 
but the white man is not a desirable species. 
He is likely to be too strongly flavored with salt 
or tobacco or rum. Papuan gourmets and con- 
noleseurs pass up the white man whenever they 
can. 
This tends to call attention to some facts about 
Papua. It ie the largest island in the world, if 
one classes Australia as a continent and disre- 
gards the vague lands of the polar regions. It ts 
a fertile and blooming realm. It has climate 
in variety to suit almost any one. But it is in- 
habited by simioid anthropophagi with a rather 
ungracious distaste for Europeans. 

This is strange, too, for three European na- 
tions theoretically hold possession of Papua. 
Holland, Germany, and England each have well 
Gefined areas of occupation. That is to say, the 
areas are well defined on the maps. Really, how- 
ever, less than half of Papua has been explored. 
The boundary lines are drawn through an un- 
known jungle. Dutch, Germans, and English 
have been content to confine themselves to a 
narrow etrip along the coasts, There is no mys- 
tery in the world more baffling than the Papuan 
interior. It is one of the very few regions yet 
tetally uncharted. There are, doubtless, good 
reasons why more explorers have not been at- 
tracted by the Papuan task. One reason may 
be a fear that the Papuans, in an hour of need,

Cireuit Court Committee 
Criticises Bureau for 


Pa was * 


“Interfering.” “. 


The Chicagé Bureau of Public Em. 
ciency received a rebuff from a com t- 
tee of Circult court judges yesterday. 
The committee, which made its report on 
the number of employés to be allowed the 
various county offices during the coming 
year, gtanted Joseph F. Connery, the 
county recorder, the additienal men he 
asked for, and criticised the efficiency 
body for “ interfering.” 

“Shall the recorder’s records be put 
in correct and up to date form, or is it 
better, for the sole reason that the 
making of proper records would cost 
Cook county money, to adopt a system 
of records of a makeshift kind? asks the 
report. : 

“It ia very plain that if the abstract 
and Torrens departments are to be suc- 
cessful it is the duty of the recorder to 
do everything in reason to increase the 
confidence of the public in the work of 
these two departments. 


: Calls It Unreasonable. 

“Tt seems to the members of th's com- 
mittee that it would be unreasonable, in- 
judicions, and highly unbusinessiike to 
requiré this public official to work under 
a handicap. 

“To follow the scheme suggested by 

8. Keeler, director of the Chicago 
bureau of public effic'ency, and allow only 
twelve additional employés, would be to 
force the recorder to adopt the policy of 
Mr. Keeler. Whether the better way was 
to correct the admitted deficiencies by 
Mr. Keelet’s methods ts a question of pol- 
ley for Mr. Connery to decide. 

“The bureau of public efficiency dis 
claims any intention of trying to run the 
recorder’s office. yet it would be nothing 
else than an attempt to force Mr. Con- 
nery to adopted Mr. Keeler’s Ideas. 


Might Cripple the Service, 

“The bureau has publicly stated that 
the approval of the additional help asked 
by the recorder would involve an in- 
creased expenditure by the county of sev- 
eral hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
It has been shown that this is but the 
‘foughtest of estimates and that the work 
will coat not to exceed $38,000. 

“That the recorder in his efforts to m- 
prove and develop his department is act- 
ing from a proper sense of public duty is 
beyond qtestion. A dishonest, careless, 
or cowardly recorder might easily cripple 
the service.” 

The cotnmittee recommended the ad- 
dition of 220 clerks to Mr. Connery’s 
staff for the purpose of rewriting the 
tract books, which have become over- 
crowded. ‘
